GENERAL MEETING 01-02-16 


Club Meet and Greet: 0800 to 0900 


Educational Program: Terry Angle AE5XI, and Charlie Combs KG5BVE, pre- 
sented the Server and Website Project which focused on building a Linux Ubuntu 
web page using a Raspberry PI II module project board and free software pro- 
grams. While this project can be somewhat technical, Terry and Charlie stand 
ready to answer any questions you may have but advise that costs to complete 
such a project are minimal. 


At 1010 newly elected Club President Sven Breden WB5OCY officially opened 
the Business Meeting. The floor was turned overt to Rob Truitt KE5OFK who ad- 
vised he will continue to maintain the repeaters and reported that all repeaters are 
in working order and the Mesh Net is up and running with connections to Wyo- 
ming and Colorado and that Evans Ralston KF5DNI has installed his Ubiquiti 
Rocket 120 extending the reach of the BBHN. El Paso is currently working on a 
bridge to connect to our network. Mesilla Valley Regional Dispatch Authority 
(MRVDA) has ordered 3 Ubiquiti's which will again greatly enhance the system. 
Rob commented that the club has one of the best BBHN Mesh Networks in the ar- 
ea and possibly the country. Rob is the newly appointed South West ARRL Repre- 
sentative. He can handle Life Memberships. 


Bob Bennett AD5LJ, Building Manager, announced that there is still various 
items of hardware available for sale by the club. 


Cash Olsen KD5SSJ Education, advised that he is planning to do the presenta- 
tion at the next meeting if his abstract is accepted. His topic will be Time and Fre- 
quency. He is working on setting up presentations for the first half of 2016 and is 
asking members to "step up" and assist with one of their own. He is working on a 
start-up Tech Class and said some club members can do individual mentoring if 
needed. Check in with Cash for any details. He reminded the club that the Build- 
ing Group meetings are the Ist and 3rd Tuesday, 7PM at the club and the Linux 
Group is the 2nd and 4th Tuesday. They sometime intermingle.

Rob KESOFK advised that he had a nice meeting and lunch with the Deming Am- 
ateur Radio Club and also suggested that our club may have a better Christmas 
Party participation if it were held on a weekend at lunchtime. The matter was ta- 
bled for the board. 


Henry Schotzko AD5FE the Area Coordinator for ARES and RACES reminded 
the club of the quarterly meeting at the Emergency Operations Center at the 
County Building located at Spruce and Solano and said all were welcome to at- 
tend. It was suggested that Henry do a presentation to the club and he will look 
into it.
